Undoubtedly Labor Itaelf Is In no hurry for 
that time to come. It wanta time to build up 
a popular following. For If it la to acquire a 
commanding position In parllamfet. It must 
make greater Inroads among mlddle-clau 
votera than It did a month ago. It will be 
eapeclally eager to woo Liberal votera, who 
are conaldered likely to awitch their alle- 
giance In the next balloting. 

The KOTinimnit's course of action seenu 
oarelully designed for thla purpose. It has 
olghaled the end to further nationalization 
for the time being. Though It has auccess- 

— follyTebuffed-proposals that the already-ap- 
proved nationalization ot Iron and steel be 
npealed, there la every Indication ~ Labor 
won't put the law into effect until after an- 
other election. . 

The party Is even moderating its course in 
the loclal aervlce field.
